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500,000 FEET OF 
LUMBER BEING 
CUT IN COUNTY 


The local farm forestry office of 


the Soil Conservation service, which 
functions cooperatively! with the 
Pennsylvania Department of For* 
ests and Waters, reports that more 
than 500,000 board feet of lumber, 
plus several hundred cords of fuel- 
wood and pulpwood, is being cut or 
is planned for cutting by the end 
of the present cutting season by 
Adams county farmers who are re- 
ceiving technical assistance from 
D. E. Hess, farm forester who is in 
charge of the farm forestry pro- 
gram in Adams county. 


All of these woodlands are being 


cut on a sound, practical, and 
economical management basis, Mr. 
Hess said. The farmers are-cutting 
with a plan in mind and only ma- 
ture or ripe trees, inferior species, 
crooked, and diseased trees are cut. 
This removes a crop and leaves the 
growing stock in better condition 
than it was before, he pointed out. 
; 


"The rise in price of lumber has 


started many woodland owners in 
tins county thinking about cutting 
their trees. It is not good business 
to clear out the woodland. The 
trees In the woodland can be com- 
pared to 'capital' and the yearly 


I growth 
as • 'interest.' When 
the 


woodland is clear cut both 'capital' 
and 'Interest' are destroyed. 


"The woodland is another field 


from which a crop can be harvested. 
With a simple management plan in 
mind when cutting, the quality of 
trees, wood volume, and growth 
rate will be increased. This adds 
to the value of the farm," the fores- 
ter stated. 
The farm forestry office, located in 


the 
Murphy building, Baltimore 


street, offers free technical assistance 
in managing and harvesting farm 
woodlands. Where the owner is in- 
terested, an inventory of the wood- 


—land is made; yearly or periodic 


I growth is determined, and 
the 


forester and owner compile a plan. 
Trees are marked for removal and 
the owner is assisted in obtaining 
markets for his wood products. 


Mr. Hess reports that recently 


there has been an increasing num- 
ber of farmers who are becoming in- 


i terested in properly "cropping" their 


woodlands.

Washington, Feb. 14 (AP)—Selec- 


ive Service officials said today that 
the'current registratio&;wDr around 
9,000.000 men from 20 through 44 for 
possible military duty would be fol- 
lowed by the listing in the next two 
or three months of those between 
18 and 20 and 45 through 64. 


Census officials estimate there are 


around 15,500,000 men in the 18-20 
and 45-64 age groups. These men 
will-be classified for civilian defense 
and war production activities, with 
the younger men becoming eligible 
for military service in future drafts. 


With 17,639,118 men between 21 


through 35 already registered, the 
rxsf. two listings wfll bring the na- 
tion's registered manpower pool to 
more than 42,000,000. 


By special order of the selective 


service system, registration got un- 
der way today in many localities. In 
Michigan, Rhode Island and Utah, 
some men were permitted to enroll 
yesterday. 
On Monday, however, 


all of the 6,443 registration boards 
over the country will be open from. 
7 a. nx, to 9 p. m., local, time, for 
the first registration since the Unit- 
ed States entered the war and the 
third since October 16, 1940.

In the flair.inff climax of Singa- 


pore's 
defense, British Imperial 


;roops were reported still fighting 
jrimly against seemingly hopeless 
odds while the Japanese said their 
dive-bombers were raining havoc ofa 
a fleet of 30 rescue ships in Singa- 
pore harbor. 


"Our troops—British, Australian, 


Indian and, Malayan—are disputing 
every enemy attempt to advance 
further toward the heart of Singa- 
pore town," a late bulletin declared. 


The communique indicated that 


casualties among the city^s 750,000 
population were high, under a "con- 
stant storm of bombs and shell-fire. 


Calcutta picked up a Singapore 


broadcast declaring that ''all (B~rit- 
ish) positions on Singapore island 
are "holding.*1 


Doinei, Japanese news agency, 


said Rising Sun warplanes set two 
10,000-ton transports aflame and 
scored direct hits on "numerous 
other vessels" in the harbor. 


Meanwhile, the .Mikado's sea- 


roving armies were apparently on 
ttie move again as th'e Melbourne 
(Australia) radio reportecL that a 
number of Japanese warships and 
supply vessels had been sighted last 
night off the coast of Australian- 
mandated New Britain island, just 
east of New Guinea. 


Chinese on Move 


Allied reinforcements meanwhile 


reached a fighting zone 1,200 miles 
northwest of the combat lines which 
have swayed close to the city of 
Singapore itself. 


Fresh'Chinese veterans from the 


legions of Generalissimo 
Chiang 


Kai-Shek rolled in military "trucks 
to Burmese bases, bolstering a 
Chinese vanguard already fighting 
shoulder to shoulder with British 
Imperial troops against Japanese 
striking into Burma, a side door to 
India. Other thousands were re- 
ported on the way. 


The Japanese, once repulsed by a 


bayonet assault, attacked again in 
the Paan'area, 30 miles north of .the 
fallen city of Martaban, in an «ffort 
to force a second crossing the lower 
Salween river. 


"Soviet "front-line dispatches de- 


clared today that masses of Gerhian 
reserves thrown into the battle 
northwest of Moscow "are melting 
rapidly"" amid bloody losses and that 
riflemen of German-occupied Latvia 
had joined the Russians against 
their Nazi conquerors.

Washington, Feb. 14* CAP)—Sen- 


ator Norris (Ind-Neb) proposed Fri- 
day that the Senate take immediate 
steps to eliminate "frills" from the 
civilian defense eflort and to repeal 
Congressional 
pension legislation 


—two points of controversy he said 
were undermining the faith of the 
American people in their govern- 
ment in a critical time.

They promised to have 
some infonnation for him when he 
returned the next day. 


Although he distrusted the savages 


Bard had to be satisfied with this 
promise. When he returned to the 
fort he was followed by a young man 
who had been taken by the Indians 
when a child. The youth overtook 
Richard Bard and advised him not 
to return to the camp the next day 
for the Indians had decided to kill 
him because he had once escaped. 
Bard took the hint and did not re- 
turn. 


Sometime afterwards Bard made 


still another trip to Fort Pitt, going 
with a convoy of wagons as iar as 
Fort Bedford. 
At Pittsburgh he 


found an opportunity to write to his 
wife, and offered her adopted rela- 
tions forty pounds if they would free 
her. To this he received no answer 
and after trying in vain to bribe an 
Indian to steal her for a reward, he 
determined to rescue her himself. 


In some way or other he had dis- 


covered the name and location of the 
Indian town in which she was held, 
and he made his plans accordingly.

Bad debts constitute a consider- 


able item in the returns of many 
taxpayers and may be treated in 


no of two ways—either by deduc- 
ion from gross income in respect 


debts ascertained to be worthless 


ither in whole or in part and 
harged off, or by a deduction of 


reasonable addition to a reserve 


or bad debts. 
Taxpayers were 


iven an option for 1921 to select 
ither of the two methods. The 
method used in the return for 1921

;uent years unless permission is 
granted by the Commissioner of In- 
£rnal Revenue to change to the 
ither method Application to change 
must be made at least 30 days prior

Permission to adopt the reserve

What constitutes a "reasonable 


addition" to a reserve for bad debts 
must be determined in the light of 
iie facts, and will vary as between

will depend primarily upon the 
total amount of debts outstanding 
as of the close of the taxable year, 
those arising currently as well as 
those arising in prior taxable years, 
and the total amount of the existing 
reserve. In case subsequent real- 
izations upon outstanding debts 
prove to be more or less than esti- 
mated at the time of the creation 
of the existing reserve, the amount 
of the excess or inadequacy in the

W ashington, Feb. 14 (AP)—Sen­ 
ator Norris (Ind-Neb) proposed F ri­ 
day th at the Senate take immediate 
steps to elim inate “frills” from the 
civilian defense effort and to repeal 
Congressional 
pension 
legislation 
—two points cf controversy he said 
were underm ining the faith of the 
American people in their govern­ 
m ent in a critical time. 
Norris, who is the dean of Con­ 
gress by virtue oi his 29 years in 
the Senate and IO years in Hie 
House, said he was amazed a t the 
public indignation which had been 
aroused by the controversy over the 
employment of entertainers to direct 
certain activities of the office for 
civilian defense. 
Likewise, he said he seldom had 
received such violent and sustained 
protests as had been occasioned 
by Congress' accoil in voting to 
open government pension rolls to 
its members. 
Norris voted against 
such retirem ent payments. 
Help Destroy “Faith” 
“These two things have gone a 
long way to destroy the faith of the 
American people in their govern­ 
m ent,” Norris told reporters. 
There was no room. Norris said. 
in the desperately serious business 
of preparing the American people 
to cope with ai” raids and other 
possible attacks to conduct classes 
in dancing or other activities. M ay- 
rls Chaney, protegee of Mrs. F rank­ 
lin D. Roosevelt, was employed for 
this work and Norris said he thought 
th at was a "m istake.” 
Tills question was before the Sen­ 
ate Appropriations committee to­ 
day, following the action of a sub­ 
committee yesterday in voting to 
against use of civilian defense funds 
for "fan dancing street shows th e­ 
atrical performances or other public 
entertainm ent.”

the rationing order became effective 
but that the indictment was based 
on certifications and affidavits filed 
by the company as to its floor stock.
